Ignoring opposition from the Algerian in- 
surgents, France today forced an ad- 


journment of the 


Evian peace talks for 


10 to 15 days “to allow time for reflec- 


tion.” 


Mr Louis Joxe, leader of the French delegation, 
-told a press conference that the three-week 
old negotiations here had met with “serious 


difficulties.” 


He sald: “As for os we are 
goncerned, our determination to 
fulhl the task of restoring, peace 
remains the same." 

But in view of the conflicting 
positions of the two sides, he 
said, n time for reflection seem- 
ed to be necessary. 

Asked whether France would 
suspend its decilsion—announced 
at the start of the talks on May 
20—to halt offensive operations 
against the Insurgents for o trial 
perlod of one month, Mr Joxe 
sald this wos a decision which 
rested with the government. 


Ist phase 


But he spoke of the "good 
effects” of the first three weeks 
of the unllateral ceasefire, 

“The first phase of our talks 
haa confirmed that difficultics 
were great. We hope that this 
thme of reflection will permit us 
fo surmount these difficulties," 
Mr Joxe sald. 

He went on: “France re- 
moins faithful to selt- 
determinalion and to  elc- 
mentary democratic principles 
which demand that any powcr 
should come from the peaple 
and should come out of a irce 
and sincere vote, We remain 
true to the ideal of bullding 
Algeria with all Algertats,” 
During the udjournment, Mv 

Joxe@ sald, each side would keep 
headquarters at Evion and 
Geneva respectively and could 
contact each other ut any 
moment, 

Mr Joxe sald the maln points 
of dlsugreement were: 

@ Co-cxistence of the 
million-strong European and 
nine million-strony Moslem 
communitics in Algerla. . 

@ The future of the oil-rich 
Sahara. 

@ The ceasefire. 

On the first point, he said, 

‘there could be no viable Algeria 

without relations of confidence 
between the men who made up 
its population. Otherwise there 
would be anarchy, 

French delegation sources said 
there would be’ no automatle 
resumption of the talks nfter 10 
or 15 dnys. All depended on a 
“new element” which would 
justify a resumption, they added. 


Meanwhile, at Geneva, 
Insurgent delegation spokes- 
men said the Algerian 
FLN delegation was opposed 
to a suspension of dhe con- 
ference. 

Mr Ridho Malek, the spokes- 
man, told) a press cOnference 
that the Algerian delegation had 
proposed the holding of a work- 
ing session tomorrow or Thurs- 
day at which they would put 
forward concrete proporais for 
the continuation of the | con- 
ference. 

But the French delegation re- 
fused this proposol and insisted 
on a ten to fifteen days suspen- 
sion of the conference, he said. 

The spokesman said that the 
Algerian delegation then sug- 
gested 2 reduction of the suspen- 
sion period to eight days. 


Emphasis 


The French delegation maln- 
tnined Its position for ten to 
fi{tcen days and refused to set a 
precise date for the resumption 
of the talks, he sald. 

“E would Ike to emphasise 
that the susptislon of the 
conference was 3 unilateral 
declsfon taken by the French 
delegation,” the spokesman 
anid. 

He added: “In the presence of 
the deliberate act of the French 
delegation to suspend the Evian 
conlerence, the Algerian, 
delogation in clearly fixing the 
responstbility has taken note of 
the following polpts: 

eo “The Algerian delegation 
was opposed to a suspension of 
the conference and favourcd a 
continuation of ity work. 

@ “The French delegation 
refused to hold a mecting on 
Wednesday or Thursday to 
examine the Algerian pro- 
posals, 

e “The Algerian delegation 
also proposed a reduction of the 
suspension period to elght days; 

® “The French delegation 
refused to set any precise date 
for the resumption of the con- 
ference.” 

Mr Malek said that “owing to 
the serlousness of the situation” 
it was Impossible for him to 
make any comment.—Reuter.

He was taken around Paris in his iron lung, to visit Notre

and a reception at the British Embassy. 

The six-hour sightseeing trip in the iron lung cost £300 
paid for by relatives and friends who admired the 
youth’s courage.—AFP.
